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Heye followeth "a true Relation of the unjuſt impriſon- 
ment of Samuel Curtis ard John Gundry, by then 
called Juſtices, at a ſitting of them at Sherborn in the. 


gear, 1657. 

Pon the ſecond month in the year, 1657. Samne! 

Curtis and fobx Gundry, then living in Everſhot. in 

the County of Dorſet, were by a Warrant,called,a 

peace proceſle, carried before Walter Foy of Melbury 

Bub, called a Juice the ſaid Walter Foy having nothing to 

accuſe them of, he cauſed them to appear at the next general 

Seſſions held at Sherborz in the County aforeſaid, and when' 
Samnel Curtis and Joby Gundry appeared before the Court at 
the Seſſions, they began to be light and yain, and faid here 
were Ruakers come, and having nothing to accule them of; 
Then they called Juſtices bid them pur off their hats and be 
nacovered; But $S.C. and 1. G. ſtanding there innocent be- 
fore them, knowing themſelves clear as tothe breach of any 
known Law; defired to know what law they had broken that 
they were brought hither, or who was their accufer ? Then 
they called Juſtices, cauſed the Cryer to make proclamation 
that all men ſhonld ſtand nncovered in the face of the Court; 
then thoſe called Juſtices ſaid they will not pur off their hats 3 
But F.C. and I. G. defiredto ſee what law they had broken ? 
but they could not ſhew any, neither had chey any one to ac- 
cuſe them of any thing, that they had done; Then one of 
them ſaid, that they had madea law forthem (ro wit that: 
they ſhonld pur off their hats) bue 8.C, and I. 6G. ſaid that 
they ſhould ſhew them a law that was made before they came 
to ſit there, which was in the ſtatutes of Engl, which was 
made by Par/izwent ( forthey were not lJaw-makers) ſo when 
they could not ſhew them any law they had broken, nor ac- 

cule them of any evil that they had done, then they com» 

manded them to depart,and to give attendance to the Court, 

and appear again when they were called, then after dinner

IC ed again, and S. C., anc j- &. came before tuent 
as they were cotpmanded, but in the mean time, after they 
had been the firſt time before them, they framed themſelves 
an indictment againſt them; and when thcy were come before 
them they read their inditment, that 5. C. and [.c;, ſtood in 
contempt of the Court, which vas falfe, for they themſelves 
did command” them to ſtand there before them ; Then they 
asked them if rhey were guilty or not guilty ? then $.C. and 
7. G. askefd them what law they had broken ? chen they,called 
Juſtices ſaid, that they ſhould plead guilty or not guilty, then 
S,C and } G. laid, that they thould ſhew them what law they 
had broken,that they were guilty of the breach thereof; Then 
one of them called Juſtices (aid, that they ſtood in contempt of 
che Court, Then $. C, asked them wherein rhey ſtood m con» 
rempt of ctheCourt,faying that they were commanded oy them 
to ſtand there, and being chere, whether they didnot ſtand as 
ſober men? and that they ſtood not in contempt of the court; 
but not any one of them called Juſtices, could thew them any 
law that they had broken, nor yet where chey ſtood in con= 
tempt of the Court as they fal{ly accuſed them; Then Wilian 
Huſſey of Sha'/tne, Judge of rhat County ſtood up and ſaid to 
Samue! Curtis and Job Gurdry that this court doth fine you ten 
pounds a piece, or to lie in Priſon until you pay it 3 fo they 
were preſently commitced to priſon, becaule they could nor 
pay them money who had broken no Law, neither could any 
man accuſe rhem of any evil they had done, but contrary to 
law ande juity ſent them to priſon, fo that equity could not 
enter, and thoſe thac refrain from evil,becomes cheir prey, 
Tſai.59. 14 15.and doth not the Lordſee theſe ? and doth ir 
not difpleaſe him char there can be no judgement found ? and 
arenot theſe ſuch Judges as che Prophet {peaks of Zeph. 3. 3. 
ſaying,herJudges are evening wolves,who put afideJuſtice for 
a thing of nought, even fcra hat; and thus were two men 
fearing God, caken out of cheir honeſt imployments,and then 
inſ{nared and unjuſtly impriſoned, and thoſe that did ic have 
not learned to love their neighbour as themlelves,

of Nicholas Sampſon aud Robert Prince Baurffs of that Towr, 


Forge Rewly a Servant of the Lord, and Miniſter of Jeſus 

IF Chrift, and 7-5n Ez. and Humphery Sprague, Servants 
ofthe Lord, coming to this Town of Br:4eport the, 2: day of 
the ninti; Moneth 57, being the ſeventh day of tae week to a 
meeting which wasin the Town the next day, being the firſt 
day of the week and having been at the meeting that day, che 
Bayliffs ſent the Conſtables, whole names are N-:4»/z5 J/ay and 
Jobn Datye with a warrant that night to bring them before 
them, the Conſtables having carried G-orge Bewly, Fobu Ele, 
and tiymmphery Spragucy the Bayliffs they ſaid they were wan- 
derers, and ſent them to priſon that night,and che next day 
ſentforthem to the Town Hall,and cauſed them to be whiped, 
and the day after being the third day of the week, tent them 
away with paſſes for vagabonds and wanderers, G-5rge.Bewly 
was taken up inthe ftreerthe third day, and halled our of the 
Town without his horſe and cloaths, Ire defired of them chat 
he might go back to his Inne where he lodged in the Town. 
to fetch his horſe and cloaths, and pay for what he had 
taken there, bur they would nor ſuffer him, 

George Bewly having paſled ſome nules from the Town ,, and 
being freed again,came back to this Town again to fetch his 
horſe and cloaths, was taken up again by the Conſtables before 
named, and carried before the Baylifts Nich:!as Sampſon , and 
Kubert Prince who carried him to the Hall, and cauſed him fo 
be whipped again; telling him that he was come back 
from his Teſtimonial, bur he told them that he was come 
back for his Horſe and cloaths; then they ſent himaway with 
another pafſe without his hore and cloaths. 

George B-wly the Lords Servant having paſſed ſome miles 
from the town, he was again ſet at liberty, and then went to 
South Perivt. where he had a meeting,and declared the word of 
the Lord,and then cameto this town again the firſt day of the 
tenth moneth 57 to ferch his horſe and cloaths, and three 
Friends of Sonth=periot. and thereabouts came with him, whoſe 
names are Samrel Crvrtzs. Kichard Lincoln. and William Partridge, 
he tarried about one houror twoin the Town, and. then was 
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-on horſe back riding out of Foun, the Conſtables before 
menricened, came and laid hands on his horſe bridle,and car- 
ried him before the Bayliffs again, who carried him tothe 
Hall,and cauſed him to be whipt again the third time, telling 
him that he was come back from his teſtimonial again, who 
anſwered that he was come back for his horſe and cloaths,aiid 
was on horſe-back riding out of the Town the next day they 
ſent him away on his horſe with another paſſe, who having his 
horle and cloaths, returned not again, being ſent with a paſſe 
from tithing to tithing for a vagrant perſon, he being a 
ſuihciene mans Son, his Father being worth many hundred 
pounds, 

Alſo Richav4 Polbery of Lime-king then convinced, and com- 
ing into this Town theſame day that George Bewly did, being 
the 21 day of the gth. moneta 57 to the meeting the next day, 
and paſling along the ſtreet with George Bewly the Lords Ser- 
vant, when they haled him outof the Town the firſt time, 
being the 24th. day of gth. moneth 57. and being out of the 
liberty of the Town,and in the Pariſh of Bradpo/e, Nicholas 
Sampſon one of the Bayliffs of the Town haled him into the 
Town again to the Town Hall, and cauſed him to be whipr, 
and ſent him away with a paſſe from Tithirg to Tithing for a 
wanderer and vagabond, who came to a meeting of the Lords 
People but fix miles from his Fathers houſe, 

F rances Williams ſtanding in the ſtreet, whileſt George Bewly 
the Servaut ofthe Lord was examined, when "tc was in Bride= 
pat the ſecond time, being thetwenty {ixth day of theninth 
moneth, 1657 was afterwards taken up and ſenc to priſon by 
the Bayliffs before mentioned, writing on his mttimus for 
gathering togetherin a riotous manner, to above the number 
of three, &c. which is falſe, he being but gong along with 
Geerge Bewle; the Lords ſervant, and ſtanding there to ſee 
what they would do with him, and this they envioully call a 
Riot, 

traucts 11iams his Wife ſtanding in the ſtreet alſo to ſe 
what they would do with George Bew!ly was by Robert Prince on: 
cf the Bayliffs ftrook two or three times on her breaſt witl 
his elbow forcibly, ſhe being with child near her time. 
Ni-bi'as Trove ſtanding in the ſtreet allo the ſame time w: 
take + 
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taken up and ſent to Priſon, K .- Francis Williams, writing inhis 
mittimus , for gathcring together in a riotcus manner , -to above 
the number of three, for laying violent hands on Robert Prince, 
one of the Bailiffs, which is talſc,. be being going along with 
George Bewly.the Lords ſervant, and ftandingthere to ſee what 
they would do to him, and this they cnyicuſlycall a Riot. 

alter Hallet Rtanding in- the ftirect, and being going up the 
ſtairs to the Hall, where they examined George Bewley again , af= 
ter they had examined him at the Bailiffs houſe yz was by Robert 
Prince one of the Bailiffs. (who is alſo called a Juſtice of Peace ) 
firook many blowes on his bead, very-violently-with a Cane. 

Bartholomew Lugge Rtancing in the Rtreet,was aHo afterwards by 
the ſame Bailiffs ſent to priſon, writing in bis wrtimus,for gathc- 
ring together in a riotous manner above the number of three, and 
for hindring the execution of Juſtice, -wbich.is Jikewife falſe, he 
being going along with George Bew!ly,, and Randing; there tq ſec 
what they would doto him; and this they envioully call a Riot, 

William Eliot the younger, Randing in the ftrect alſo, when 
George Bewly was examined , was afterwards ſent fcr by the ſame 
Bailiffs, and by them ſcnt to Priſon, writing on his mittinnes , 
that he had abuſ-d the officers of the-Tcwn, in the execucion of 
Juſtic:, and difturbed them in the execution of the ſtatute made 
tor the puniſhment of Rogucs and ſturdy beggars : George Bew- 
ly being a ſufficient mans fon , worth hundreds of pounds; and 
Il illiam Eliot going with George Bewly the Lords ſervant, and 
ſtanding there to ſee what they wouid doto bim , and thisthey 
envioully call an abuſe and-a diſturbance to hinder the execution 
of Juſtice, which is fal:e , while they themſelves did- falfly ac» 
_ and puniſh a ſcrvaut of the Lords , George Bewly undelſcrs 
vedly. 

Sometime after, the ſame Bailiffs ſent for Anne Weber, againſt 
whom A4nxe Egerton the wite: of John Egarton of Brideport had 
1worn, that when George Bewly was in the Fown ,. (he ſhould with 
chat fire and brimfton: might come doawn-from Heaven and con- 
{ume them, which ſhe ſayes is falſe, the words ſhethen ſpake, 'as 
ſh: ſayes, are theſe, That there is a Juſt God in heavers which ſaw 
cheic ations, and would reward them accordingly; arto that par» 
pole; ſo they faid, ſhe had curicd,, and for that care as rhey 
precended, they put her inthe _— 1:01.99 
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Francis Williams, Nicholas Stone , Bartholomew Lugg and Wil. 
liam Eliot, remained priſoners until thethird or fourth month, 
1658. and then being the Seſſions for the Town,they were broughs 
to the Scihons, Francis Williams was freed, Nicholas Stone, againſt 
him there was ewo Bills read, againſt Bartbolowew Lugg there was 
one Bill read , and againft Yilliam Elliot there was one Bill read, 

all which Bills they knew to be falſe, and therefore were not free 

to be tryed by a Jury : ſo then they fined Nicbolas Stoxe 10 1. and 

Bartholomew Lugg 5 1. and William Elliot the younger x 1. ſo theſe 

three, viz, Nicholas Stone, Bartholomew Lugg and William Elliot the 

younger remains yet priſoners in Brideport , Nicholas Stone ha- 

viaga wife and five children, and William Eliot a wife and four aſ 
children, whoſe maintenance depends moſt upon their labours, 

they being poor men» 

Nicholas Sampſon and Robert Prince Bailiffs of the Town of Brid- 
port, upon the tixth day of the ninth month, 1657. ſent for Lore 
Bagg the wife of Richard Bagg , and her ſon Thomas Bagg, and 
three of her daughters, Sarab Bagg, Mary Bagg and Abigal Bagg, 
fiveof one Family, and demanded two ſhillings and ſix pence a 
picce of them tor wandring and prophane walking, as they ſaid 
on the Sabbath day , which was onely for coming from their 
meeting, from one Fraucis Williams houſe, where they were met 
rogether to wait upon the Lord in his fear , and for going from 
his houſe where the meeting was,to the houſe where their outward 
abode is,both houſes being in the Town of Brideport, about a bow 
ſhot and a half afunder, were thus accuſed viz. for prophane 
walking and wandring» they refuſing to pay the money deman= 
ded of them, knowing themſelves not guilty of the breach of a= 
ny Law of this land, they let them paſs to their outward home 
again, telling them ic had been better that they had paid the mo= 
ney they asked of them. 

Upon the 25th. day of the 7th, month, i658. they were all 
ſent for again, by the ſame Bailiffs, when they came before them, 
they told them that at the laft S:{lions there was a peace proceſſe 
given forth againſt them, and demanded ſaretics of them to ap- 
pear at the nexc Seffions; they asked them for wharthey ſhould 
give ſurctics, telling them they had broken no Law of this lands 
then they ſaid, they ſhould know wherefore at the Sefſtons z they 
re{uling to give any ſurcties, were then forthwith ſent to Priſon, 
by 


ni) 
by the ſame Bailiffsz they remained there untill the Scſſons, 
which was on the 4 and 5 dayes of the 8ch.. month, 1658. and 
were then brought to the Scilions 3 as ſoonas they came before 
them, they viz. the Bailiffs, Lyone! Brown and Jobu Conſſins, 
and Nich.Sampſon & Robert Prince called Juſticer, & Jobn Hoskjns 
the Recorder,fined Thomas Bagg thirtcen ſhillings and four pence, 
for nct putting off his haty then there was a Bill read againſt 
each of them, that upon the firſt of November 1657. they being 
before the Juſtice of the peace of the Town, were then conviated 
that on the firſt of November 1657. they were at no Church, nor 
Chappcl, nor other place of publick meeting, where the worſhip 
and ſcrviceof God was performed, nor the Lords day ducly ot » 
ſerved , but wholly negle&ing the ſanRilying of that day , and 
the performance of all Holy and R<ligious dutics z which was 
falſe, they having bcen at a mecting of the people of God, who 
worſhipped God in the Spirit and in the truth , as the Apoſtles 
and Chriſtians did of old, Rem. 16. 5: as the Church did in 
the houſe of Epenetus ; Did not theſe worſhip God, that had no 
Chappel nor Stceplc=houſe , which the Papiſts ſet up (ince their 
daycs? then they asked them, it they were guilty or not guiley, 
they anſwered they were not guilty of any ſuch thing as was read 
againſt them ; then they asked them, if they would be tryed by a 
Jury, they anſwered, that they did defire cobetricd by a Jury: 
then they bid them lay down their money for their traverſe, to 
enter their plea: thenthey anſwered them, they ſhould not tell 
them of traverſing, they had taken them from their outward im- 
ployment, and ſent them to Priſon,and told them that they ſhould 
know wherefore at the $cfſions,and now they were brought to the 
Scilionr,$& did deſire toknow whereſore they were ſent ro priſon, & 
alſoto be tricd by a Jury according to theLaw of this Nation; bur as 
for giving them money, that they could not doz fo they would nog 
grant thema Jury unleſs they could: give them money, and buy 
Juſtice: they told them that Murderers had more priviledge of 
the Law then they hads Lyonel Brown one of the Bailiffs ſaid, that 
Murderers had a priviledge above them: fo then becauſe they 
could not givethem money , when as they had brokenno Law , 
they were ſent to priſon again, committed for two ſhillings and 
fix pence a piece until they did pay it : Lore Bagg being abovethree 
ſcorc years old , and her husband Hahens Bagg being left alone, 
2 al 
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all his Family being taken from hs ke being a mercer, driving 
a conſiderable trade in the Townot Brideport, the which in this 
-2ndicton he is altogerher unable to manage bistrade; and theſe 
were Jong kept in a cloſe Priſon, and abuſcd, and (uffcred hard- 
ſhips, but che Lord preſerverh the taithtul, and his encmics he 
con'oundeth. 

Barthol;mrew Lugg bing a priſoner before, was called at the 
S:(ons, who tormerly was fined, they told him his fine was ta« 
ken oft, and he was to be freed it he would pay fees, which he 
refuſed to do, having broken no Liw, then he was taken away by 
the Keeper, and was aſtcrwards called again ; when he came be» 
fore them the ſecond time, then they hnezd him thirccen ſhillings 
and fcur pence, for not putting off his bat, and ſo ſent him to 
Priſon again, 

Nichlas Stone being a priſoner before, was brought to the Sef- 
fions, and a Bill wasrcad againſt him, wherein was written, that 
he came into the Church wilfully and difturbed the Miniſter in 
that Town; then they asked' him it he were guilty or not guilcy; 
he bid them prove what there was read againſt him, and asked if 
there were any that would prove it againſt him ; they told him | 
it was proved already, but there was none came forth there, nor 
elſewhere before him ta prove it; ſo then they committed himco 
the Bridewell to hard labour for five Months , - though when he 
went into the Stceple-houſz he ſpake not a word untilthe Prieft 
had ended, 

IWilliam E liot the younger, being a priſoner beforethe Scf- 
fons, remains a priſoner as before lying fick then, nearunto 
death. | 

Foſeph Colea lervant of the Lord, being moved of the Lord to 
declare the Word of the Lord, in Lime in the ſtreet on a market 
day, was by the Mayor Robert Buridge, and Ignortius Turner called 
a Jaltice, taken up and impriſoned, the next day ſent to Dorcheſter 
Priſon with a mittimys, which was written tothe Keeper of the 
Common Goal in Dorchefter , who was therct11 commanded to 
_ take into cuſtody the body of Foſeph Cole, and him ſafcly to keep 
in Pciſon, until he was thence delivered according to Law, hz 
refuling, as they ſaid, to give ſurecics for his appearing at the Alli»

the Word of the Lord an Imagination, and tending'to ſedition; 
even as Paul the ſervant of the Lord, for declaring the Word of 
the Lord in the fircets and market places, was called a 
$cQarian. 

Foſepb Cole being committed eo Thomas Wiſe, to carry him to 
Dorcheſter,they came into theTown of Brideport the ſeventh day of 
the weck at night,&lay in the Town that night,the next day being 
the firſt day of the week , Foſeph Cole being moved of the Lord, 
went to the Steeple-houſe in Brideport, where Fobn Eaton an hirtling 
Prieſt doth teach for hire; and after the Pricft had ended, he ac» 
ked him a queſtion, and forthwith the people came to him and 
kicked him, & halcd him by the hair, & uſcd him very bruitiſhly, 
and fo halcd him away to Priſon , where he remained until the 
next day, then the Bailiffs having defired the mitzimus of Thomas 
Wiſe , which he had to carry him to Dorcheſter with, they kept is 
from him, and ſent away Joſeph Cole with another mittimus, and 
a man of Brideport wich him to Dorcheſter Priſon , ſo they having 
taken Thomas Wiſes priſoner from him, and kept away his mitti= 
mus, he went to Lime again, the Bailitts of Brideport then were 
William Balſtone and Morgan Bull. 

The laſt day of the 6th. month , 16597. Humphrey Smith a ſer= 
vant of the Lord, and Miniſter of Jcſus Chrilt, came to Dorcheſter 
that night, and alſo Thomas Woodrow a ſervant of the Lord; Hums 
phrey Smith had a mecting of the Lords peopleto wait upon the 
Lo:d in that Town where was much diſturbance by many , 
and the Conſtables ordered the Watck=men to take up them 
that came there to the mecting , they took up ſu ch as were ſtran= 
gers that they met with, they took up Francis Taylor and Foſizs 
Moris, and put them in the Blind=houſc all the nightz.che next day 
being the fic day of the ſeventh Month, 1657. Thomas Woodrow 
went to the Blindchouſe to ſee thoſe friends that had layen there 
that night, notice thereof being given to the Mayor Thomas $j- 
mons, he with the reſt of the company ſent for Thomes Woodrow, 

and cauſed himto be whipt, and ſent with a paſs from tithing to 


tiching.

Fobn Fits-Tames called a Juftice, a great perſecutor of the Lords 
people , living at Lyſfone houſe , inthe Pariſh of Loygburton, did 
ſcnd Winyfred Winzer and Anne Colborne of his Pariſh, to the 
Bridwell in Sherburn, where they were kept many weeks, becauſe 
they would not come to the Sceple-houſez he did pretend firſt it 
was becauſe they did not get them Maſters tolive with, when 
one of them lived with her Aunt ; but afterwards when they were 
togo to the Bridwell , the Officer told them, that if chey would 
goto the Steeplechouſe, which he called the Church, they ſhould 
be freed; and after Anne Colboru was come to Sherburn, where the 
Bridwell was, the Officer that brought her there cold her, that if 
ſhe would but go to the Steeple-houſe there, there being that day 
a LeQure of che Pricfts, then ſhe ſhould go back again and be 
freed; fo that if we go not to the Maſs-houſe we are impriſoe» 
= » and if we arc moved to go there, we are impriſoned 
alſo. 

And alſo he cauſed Jobx Hide and Robert Hart to be taken 
up wich his Warrant and brought before him , and impriſoned 
part of two daycs, and then put intotheftocks , becauſe they 
would not go to the Stceple-houſe: 

Another time - Fobn Hide, Robert Hart, Fobn Scotez Abraham 
Farant and Samuel! Atkins goingto the meeting in Longburten , 
were taken up by his Warrant and brought before him, and kept 
Priſoners , becauſc they would not go to the Steeple=houſe , and 
afrer let go again. 

And Francis Taylor being moved of theLordto goto the Stee- 
ple-houſe in Loyghurtone , the Caid Tobn Fitt=James himſelf Jaid 
hands on him and thruſt him out, ſaying if he would not got out, 
he would ſend himto Priſon: 

Francis Taylor coming there the ſecond time upon another day 
to the Steeple houſe, Toby Fitts=-Iames laid hands on him a- 
rain, and pulled him down to the ground, and then cauſed 
him to be dragged by the heels, and then took him up 
and threw him fcrth into the portch , with much violence, 
that his head came firft to the ſtones, and one of them cry- 
ed, knock him on the head, and then they took himup an 
threw him upon the graves, that many ſuppoſed he had Fry 
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dead, yet Toby Fitts-Tames 3) naades the people to throw 
him farther, and when few were ſo mercileſs to abuſc him more, 
Fobn Fitz- James took him up himſclf, and ſo did help to hurle 
him into his fathers houſe, and there threyy him on the ground, 
and then {ſct a guard upon him, and ſo made his fathers 
houſe his prifong And when Francis Taylor went upon ſome 
outward occafion to the Pricfts houſe , whoſe namo is Sam 
ways, he was moved with envy towards him, and having 
a profeſſor by him, whoſe name is Wiltam Dighar, he'bcat 
him, and thruſt him out of his houſe, 

Upon the 22th day of the ſeventh Monthy 1657, Thomas 
Stickiand and Frencis Dumberfield of broad Sarou, were com- 
manded to appear before John Fitz-Iames, Walter Foy and 
Francis Hollis called Juſtices , at Robert Shepherds houſe ata privy 
Scfhons in broad Saron in the County of Dorſet , who there dc» 
manded of them, why they did not come to the place called the 
Church? when they had ”= them a ſufficient anſwer to it, they 
committed them to Priſon for wearing their hats in their pre- 
ſence; ſo this was their ſnare whereby toſend poor men toPri« 
ſon , making their mittimus for divers and ſundry miſdemeanors 
committed in their preſence who ſent them to Priſon, the nexe 
day being the 23th. day of the ſeventh Month, 1657. and there 
remained priſonersuntil the eighth day of the eighth Month. 1658 
and then were brought to Brideport as the next general Seſſions, 
and there by them called Juſtices at the Seſſions were fined ewo 
pounds a piece, for no other thing, but for not putting off their 
hats, and ſo were ſent back to Priſon again, they being 
two poor men, having five children a piecez who wroughe with 
their hands to maintain themſelves, their wives and chil- 
dren, were taken from their labours and ſent topriſon, becauſe 
they could not put off their hats and bow to proud men; Was 
not that the cauſe that proud Haman was wroth wich Mor-- 
decai, becauſe he could not bow to him? and Sau! though 
a King or Magiſtrate, yet when he broke the Command, was 
deparced from the Righteous Law of God ; then he ſaid, honour 
me before the people 3 Thus they left their wives as widows, and

Richayd Fair-man a ſervant ot the Lord, and Minifter of Jeſus 
Chriſt, was paſſcd through a place called Winfreth in Dorcet=ſhire, 
being paſſing along towards his outward habiation , one Petfield 
Pricft of /Yinefreth Cent a Watck.-man after him on the high way, 
and fetched him back again , and carried him betore Roger Cla. 
vil a Juſtice, who ſent him to Dorcheſter Priſon, where he re- 
majned in priſon ewenty weeks and more, 

Matthew Thomas a ſervant of the Lord, coming to Blandford, 
was ſent to Dorcheſter Prifon, by one Major Dewye called a Ju- 
ftice. 

Anthony Meledge of Lime , went to Corfetown to vilic his mo» 
ther a widow , and his friend Humphrey Smith with him , Huw- 
phrey Smith being declaring the Word of the Lord there in the 
houſe , were by one Door Gibbons and Richard Iones diſturbed, 
who came with a Warrant , and carricd them before Roger Clz« 
vil, and he ſent them both to Dorcheffer Prifon , where they were 
priſoners twenty weeks or above. 

Upon the one and twentieth of the fourth Month, 1657, 
Bartholomew Lugg of Brideport came to a mecting of the Locds 
people to wait upon the Lord in Dorcheſter, the Conſtables 
came into the meeting and took Bartholomew Lugg out of the 
mecting, and carcicd him before Tohn Ihiteway of that Town , 
called a Juſtice, it being the firſt day of the week, he did 
nothing to him but appointed him to come to him the next 
day, and when he came to the Hall, John Whiteway called a 
Juſtice, and Thomas Simons Mayor with others of the com- 
pany cauſed Bartholomew Lugg to be whipped for breach of 
the Sabbath, as they ſaid, and madc him a paſs the two 
and twenticth day of the aforeſaid Month, and ſcnt him home 
jixom tiching to tithing, which is counted but twelve miles; 

[Ipon the tirlt day of the firft Month, 1658. Elizabeth A4t= 
kins then living in South Periot , was ſene to Priſon at Dor= 
cheſter the County Goal, by Walter Foy of Bubdown called a Ju- 
ftice, ſhe having been the fict day before, and the firlt day two 
weeks before at the Stceple-boule in South Periot, where Jeremiah 
French the Pricſt being in his high place, and when he had done 
ſhe ſpake fome words to the people, then preſently Rjch.ird the

Bay!y 
a Servant of the Lord moved of the | ord, went into the 
Steeple-houſe of J/Vaymeuih,8& Melcom Kezis & begining to ſpeak 
unto the people, he ſaid, hear the word of the Lord Ged eter= 
nal ; whereupon the rude people fell upon him and haled him

a meeting, and met together towait upon the Lord; then the 
Tiching-man got two men with him, vis Henry Gray a Bat- 
ly that goes about toarreſt men, and one Gefing Grppy, and 
draged her along by the arms through dirt and water, and 
halled her over gates and ſtiles that were in their way as they 
carried herto a Towncalled bem ter about three miles from 
Perioty it being a very wet and rainy day, and that day at 
Bemi/tcr was a private Seſſions, where fat: E4ward Bytler of Romer 
houſe, and E4ward Chieck of Gabyil; called Juſtices; before 
whom they brought Hannah Crier. where came the Prielt ere- 
miah Frencs allo, and when they,called Juſtices, had examined 
Hannah Guicr, and the having given them an account of her 
buſineſſe at S5uth-Per ir which was to come there to a meet- 
ing of the Lords people, coming to wait upon the Lord, and 
ſhe had been at the meering, and the was going to ſee her 
Friends at Samuel Curtis his houte, and lo to pale away to her 
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outward being, forthwith Pl Eck cauſe, they called Juſti- 
ces, Edward Chich, and Edward Butler made her a paſſe, and ſent 
her back to SourhgPeriot again, and from thence to be ſent 
home to Eatff-KokA five miles from Soutk=Perzot, from Tith- 
ing to Tithing as aVagrant and wandering perſon, not be- 
ing able togive any account of any worldly occations for her 
travelling, as in her paſſe is ſet down; here by theſe men the 
Lords people are acculed for wanderes, and called Vagrants 
for going five miles from their outward being toa meeting to 
wait upon the Lord. 

(lpon the 11th day ofthe ninth moneth 1657. there was a 
meeting of the Lords people, to wait _—_ the Lord at the 
houſe of Samue! Curt m Sourk=Perior, after the meeting was 
ended, ſome friends being paſſed away, and many being be- 
hind in the houſe which were ready to paſle away ; Kichard 
Farnham then, being Conſtable, came into the houte with a 
company with him, and alſo one fohx Lane a bloody man,who 
{aid we are a company of people not fit tolive upon the earth, 
and the ſaid Richard Farnham laid violent hands upon N:chsl 25 
I/codworth , a friend that was there of the meeting, and haled 
him out of the houle, & dragged him to his own houle, where 
hekept hima priſoner; and then he came again tothe houſe of 
Samuel Curtis the ſecond time with his rude company,and exa- 
mined Robert Giles another friend what his bulinelſe was there 
thar day,he an{wered,that he came there tothe miceting ofthe 
Lords people) to wait upon the Lord, then Kicherd t arnvam 
demanded of him a better account z then Robert Gi/z5 asked 
him whether that was not a ſufficient account;for him to.come 
to the meeting'to wait upon the Lord, then HKichyd Fay- 
#a {aid that 1t was a ſufthcient account whereupon, he was 
at a ſtand, and yet neverchelelle preſently after, with rage he 
laid hands on {{hert Giles tohale him forth out of the houſe, 
then Semuel Curtis delired to know of Kichard F zrch ci where 
he had a warrant for whac he did, foto come into his houſe 1n 
ſuch a manner and hale his ſriends out of his houſe?bur he an- 
ſ\wered him he ſhould not know whether he had a warrant or 
not, then Sam.Crrti: told him he ought to fſhew his warranc for 
coming into his houſe inſuch a manner , but KR. Farina (aid 
he would not; then Thems King one of the lame Pariſh, whoſe 
divels 
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dwelling is in tet -Peris? ſaid it was but a reaſonable 
thing tor him to ſhew his warrant ; Then Kubard Farnvam 
asked {bewas King whether he would refliſt him, who an- 
ſwcred he would not retilt him; then in his madnefle he 
laid his hands on Ro3xk1 G:Lits and Troyac Kirg both 
and haled them out of the houſe, and carried them co 
his own houſe, where the cther Friend was, and ſet a 
uard upon them, and kept them priſoners for near an 
| cry Ton he came again the third time to Smut Cure 
Tis his houſe, the doors being ſhut, and never demanded 
to come into his houſe, but viclently drew open his doors 
and came in, and ran up and down his houte with his 
rude company after him through his chambers and other 
rooms;and then Sawurr CuaT1+s demanded of him where 
he had a warrant for what he did, for doing ſuch things 
in his houſe; Then Kichard þ aruham anſweredand [aid,l'e 
tell chee that anorher time, and when he had hunted up 
and down his houſe as one that hunted for blood, as if he 
could not be ſarisfed ſoon enough, be paſſed away and 
went to his houſe again, and afcer a little time he called 
N'cxocas Woo worin. and Roztat Gires apart one 
at a time, and read an old warrant that he had gorwhich 
did belong toa former _ man the year befcre,which 
Tirhing man was out of his office, and the warrant was 
for the apprehending of Rogues, Vagrants, and ſtrangers 
that could not give a good account of their Worldly bufi= 
n:fle, and with this o)d warrant he came to abuſe and di» 
ſturbthe Lords people, who had mer together to wait u 
on the Lord, and then pretended he had a warrant to co» 
ver him in his wickednefle, but his coverimg is too narrow, 
it 1s ſeen thorow mm this the day of the Lord, it will nor 
cover him, for C a/4 and all his Generation is ſcen, their 
coverings will hide them nolonger; but at laſt, let them 
allthree go again,having nothing tolay toeither of them, 
nor ought toaccule chem of, 

[.pon the the twenty fourth day of the eighth moneth 
1657, being the (ſeventh day of the week , HumneryY 
$11 TH came tO South=Perio; tothe houſe of Samui Conte 
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he being then riding towards Exmifter in Devonſhire to 
a meeting there near the Town, at a place called Vphay, 
and Syvuri Curtis rode with him 'the next day being 
the firſt day of the week, had there a peaceable'meetin 
amongtt many, in whom there is m :ch delires after che li- 
ving truth oft God; and the next morning being the ſe- 
cond day of the week , Samuel CuiTriSs was to return: to 
Chard Market ro buy commodlzties that he wanted for 
his trade, he being a clothier, and being paſſed forth- of 
the Town on hisway towards, Chard and hisfriend Humphe- 
ry SM41r4 with him, there came a wicked man from Havcks 
Church riding with much violence, and a Tithing-man 
behind him with a warrant from Thomas Bampfield of Polety» 
more houle in Devoz- hire, to apprehend HuvputRy Surry, 
and any vagrant perſon wandering im his company, where- 
by they were both brought back to Exmi/ier again,and car- 
riedto a place called Bear-Ha'.(abourt {1x miles from South- 
Periot where John Hodaer Prielt of Hauck-Church, & Thomas 
Bampfield called a Juſtice came, who conſulting together, 
T. Bamyfield examined where they had been, they told him 
at a meeting of the Lords people to wait upon the Lord 
then he demanded where they were going, and Saywner 
CurT1s told him he was going to Chard Market, and from 
thence to South Perict his outward dwelling place , and his 
friend HuveaweRy SuITH with him, yet neverleſle al- 
though he had nor any thing to accuſe them of, he com=- 
manded the Conſtable to ftrip them both naked, and 
whipt them for vagrant perſons, and then he would make 
each of thema paſſe, andſend rhem home from Tithing to 
Tithing; Then Savurri CurTrs being a Clothier, and 
but ſeven miles from his outwad habitation, asked 7Thowas 
Bampfield, how, or by what law he could make him a Va- 
grant perſon, and ſo to whiphim, he being a trads-man, 
and going on his way to Chard Market on purpoſe to buy 
things which hewanted in his trade, *uhawwans Curtis being @ 
man of-eſtate; Bamyfie/d called a Juſtice,ſaid he would do 
(viz have him whipt for a vagrant) and then be thould 
take his remedy againſt him afterward; ſo they were both 
whipe 
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whipt naked tothe midle, & in a cloſe by che houſe where 
were wany people, and ſome ſeeing it ſaid, that if this 
were the liberty that they had fo long fought for, _ 
had fought for 4 liberty indeed,to be taken up on the big 
way going to market & whipt,and ſofenc home with a paſs 
tor vagrants 3 ſaying allo, if they do this already, what 
will they donext ? Savu-i Cu. T.s being known therea- 
bouts, Loth to the man of the houſeand ſeveral others, 
the man of the houle whoſe name is Robert Buridge who 
was much troubled to fee (uch aftions, which being done, 
one good book,ang many good papers were taken from us, 
and moſt of them burne by 1homas Fampfield . who com=- 
manded the Conſtable to take them from us, and they 
took from Samuel Curiis feveral notes which were his ac- 
counts, but they gave him his accounts again, but many | 
good papers which i hom..s Bampfietd had taken from them 
which were for ſpreading abroad of the truch, Thomas 
Bum! ficls burnt in the fire, and then althongh one way 
did lead to the place of their abode, as hecalledic, yet he 
ſent S\,utr one way, and Huvextry another, with 
each of them a paſle, and Officers from Tithing to Tith- 
ing, the place where they were whipped being (1x or ſeven 
miles from S41»u-r Curtis outward dwelling houſe; the

This Bampfield was Speaker in alate Parliament, 

Parer ManrR, and GrozGr Hakis dwelling in Black. 
more in Dorſet-ſhire. were both committed to priſon by Fohba 
Fitz= James + and Water Foy called uſtices, for no other 
thing they had to charge them with, but for not purting 
off the hat before them ar the firing at the Crown un Sher- 
burn the twenty third day of the ſeventh moneth, 1658. as 
followerh. 

They with ſome others, a little time before they were 
committed to priſon, were at the town of Sherbyry. where 
HuveneRy SuIiTH a Servant of the Lord and Miniſter of 
—_ Chriſt had a meeting, where they were unhumanc- 
y abuſed by a rade multitude, they not reſiſting any in 
the leaſt, were dawbed with dirtand dnng and the filth of 
the Town, and many great ſtones caft at them, ſome their 
heads broak, ſome thrown down on the ground, many 
hundreds compaſſing them about with 'great fhouts and 
houps, following them into a houſe, they being nor wile 
ling to go forth, leaſt there ſhould have been more blood 
ſhed, tarried all night in the houſe ; they like the $2domires 
compaſling the houſe about, laying wait atthe bridge moſt 
part of that night. 

Fohn Chatten a Captain in Sherbur# he hearing of theup- 
roar, and how the peace was broken (he not being at 
home that day) and one of his Sons very'much abuſed, he 
got 2 Warrant from fobs Fitz» fames, and Walter Foy; then 
jobn Chaffen lent to them Peter Mahber and George Haris to 
come before them toteſtifie how they were abuſed , who 
being free born in the Nation, and being not willing to be 
murdered by conſent, went but to lay the thing before 
them, for Joby Fitz= Fames told them he would execute 
juſtice upon the evil doers, but they cold him that they 
came not thither to have them punifked, bur did freel 
forgive them allas they then dared, yet becauſe they 
d:d not Pur off their hats, they were fentto priſon, and

perſons to be uncovered in the face of the Court, they 
ſtanding as before, becauſe they did not put off their 
hats, they called Juſtices, ſaid had they werenot ſubje& 
ro authority, PETER MABER ſaid that they were ſubjet 
to the Law, and that they were bonnd over to.anſwer the 
Law without a Law;they faid,if they would not ſubmit to 
the Court,they would proceed againf them as contemners 
of Authority ; Peter Maber ſaid, to the Law they would bez 
ſubje&,but to their will they couldnot ; then they read an;
